1 1 . 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The drawing objection regarding the "prior art" label has been overcome. The proposed drawings filed on 11/10/201 1 do not 
show the features of claims 17 and 19 that were indicated in the final rejection of 05/10/201 1. The arguments with respect to 
claim 1 managing OoS over an luB interface beteen a CRNC and a node B are not persuasive. The claim 1 requires the 
managing of QoS by a protocol that is applicable to the luB interface. The claim 1 does not require the luB interface because the 
protocol that is used is capable of being applied (applicable) to the luB interface. Changing the word 'applicable' to 'applied' 
would make it clear that the luB interface is required. The arguments with respect to Gunnarsson not disclosing the managing 
over an luB Interface are not persuasive because the argument is based on piecemeal analysis. The managing over an luB 
interface feature was cited as being taught by Van Lieshout.
